Prevention Week 


A 
campaign 
of 
education 
against man-caused forest fires Is 
being conducted 
in 
the 
Upper 
Peninsula this week under the di­ 
rection of officials of 
the 
Upper 
Peninsula national forests as part 
of national Fire Prevention Week. 
The president 
of 
the 
United 
States, in his 
Proclamation 
on 
Fire Prevention Week which be­ 
gan October 8, strongly emphasiz­ 
ed the huge loss to the nation 
which results each year from for­ 
est fires. The need for forest fire 
prevention and adequate fire con­ 
trol organizations is easily under­ 
standable when it is realized that 
during the year 1938 damages re­ 
sulting from forest, fires have been 
estimated in excess of two dollars 
each for every person living in the 
United States. 
The practice of forestry on pri­ 
vate land or any other land is im­ 
possible 
w i t h o u t 
protection 
against fire. 
The 
W eeks Law of 
1911 and the Clarks-McNary law 
of 1 924 enabled 
joint 
Federal, 
Slate and private cooperation in 
the m atter of fire protection. As a 
result, much has been accomplish­ 
ed in protecting privately owned 
forest land but there still remains 
much to be done. To date 258 mil­ 
lion acres of such land have been 
brought under protection with re­ 
duction iii losses to $8,325,000 an­ 
nually; however, 162 million acres 
on which more than 9 0 r7> of the 
annual fires occur with an esti­ 
mated loss of 
$34,000,000 
still 
need protection. 
WORK MAKES ADVANCES 
Organized fire control has made 
great advances since the establish­ 
ment of the national forest sys­ 
tem 34 years ago, but during this

time the climate has taken an un­ 
favorable swing and

use of forested areas has increas­ 
ed enormously. On national for­ 
ests, losses were gradually reduc­ 
ed from a high of 25,000 acres 
burned per million acres protected 
in 1910, to a low of 556 acres per 
million protected in 1937. How­ 
ever, on the other hand the av­ 
erage annual acreage burned for 
the five year 
period 
1933-1937 
was 2 61,726. 
IjOss of hum an lives, private and 
public property due to forest fires 
can be prevented since nine out 
of ten forest fires are man caus­ 
ed, largely the result of careless­ 
ness and indifference. 
Paul A. Wohlen, forest super­ 
visor of the Hiawatha 
and 
Mar­ 
quette National Forests, 
reports 
that this ratio of man-caused fires 
holds true oil the national forests 


in Upper Michigan. 
Out 
of 
46 
fires occurring on the Hiawatha 
and M arquette forests to date in 
1939, 40 were man caused. Thus 
8 7 per cent, or about nine out of 
ten were caused by man. 
The tourist business is becom­ 
ing more im portant each year in 
the Upper Peninsula and is a bus­ 
iness which affects all U. P. resi­ 
dents. either directly or indirect­ 
ly. In addition, many people are 
dependent upon the forests for a 
livelihood in connection with log­ 
ging and lumbering operations. It 
is evident therefore 
that 
forest 
lands m ust be kept green and pro­ 
ductive if this part of the country 
is to progress in the future and it 
is the responsibility of everyone 
to be careful with 
fire 
in 
the 
woods and reduce the number of 
man caused fires, Wohlen urged 
yesterday.

The Washington 
Merry-Go-Round

Washington— They don’t know it. 
but 
the GOP leaders who want Congress to re­ 
main in session after disposing 
of 
the 
neutrality bill will get considerable secret 
support in the inner White House circle-— 
although for an entirely different reason. 


The Republicans want to stick 
around 
in order to keep a watchful eye on Roose­ 
velt's international operations. 
But 
the 
New Dealers want Congress to stay on the 
job 
to 
head off an expected business 
slump. They are privately convinced 
the 
country is headed for another recession in 
January. 


So far there has been no sign that the 
President intends to follow 
this 
advice. 
But sub rosa some of his advisers are fill­ 
ed with misgivings lor the economic fut­ 
ure. 


Reason for their pessimism is the fear 
that the current boom, which has 
sent 
Indexes skyward and brought bullish pro­ 
nouncements from some 
Administration 
politicos. Is destined shortly 
to 
collapse 
like a hot-air balloon. 
The inner circle’s 
confidential analyses show no cause 
for 
hurrahs. Instead they reveal a 
far-from- 
rosy background situation, as follows: 


First, the strong production upturn of 
th e last six weeks is largely an "inventory 
b ulge” : t h a t is, production 
to 
Increase 
stocks of goods on hand, induced by ex­ 
pectation of war o rd ers and by 
fear 
of 
cost Increases as a result of Ihe war. 
I''x- 
am ple: In one 10-day period last month, 
textile m a k ers receive<l sufficient

to keep factories going full blast for four 
weeks. 


Second, there has been ver.\

creast' In cons um er buying, and most

this also was caused by w ar fears; In o t h ­ 
er words, poods w ere bought for reserve 
purposes. 


Third, despite the m arked ImprovtMiienf 
in m a nufa cturing, th e unemployment sltii- 
afion continues grimly unchanged. 
wi t h 
not less than '>.0f>0,000 w orkers still Idle 
and d e m a n d s on th e slashed WP.A as u r ­ 
gent as ever. 


If Ihe w ar shoubl end. th e New Dealers 
are warnin g Roosevelt, or even If it co n ­ 
tinues without belligerent o rd ers m a te ria l­ 
izing as quickly or in as larpe volum»' as 
expected, a repetition of the 19:57 crash Is 
Inevitable 
that is, unless Roosevelt keeps 
Congress in session to adopt 
preventive

Institute of Public Opinion reveals that 
m ore than six American citizens in every 
ten are opposed to peacetime conscription.

staved off a general war. 
While America's s ta n d in g arm y has boon

During 
the last six years, m any th o usands

American youth have been receiving the 
benefits of army discipline and non-mili­ 
tary trainin g in the CCU camps. They have 
already received more than half the arm y 
course that was given to the doughboys 
before they were sent to the trenches in 
the last war.

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Sentiment For Peace 
Is Growing In Europe 


BV OS WA I J) (MURISON 
VILLARD 
Rotterdam — Considered opin­ 
ion here in Holland is that if Hit­ 
ler can give some guarantees of 
the 
restoration 
of 
Czechoslo­ 
vakia 
and 
Po­ 
land. or even if 
he will just dis­ 
cuss that possib­ 
ility, a truce 
in 
order thoroughly 
to 
explore 
the 
situation 
is not 
far off. 
Indeed, 
the cessation 
of 
active warfare in 
the Soar by 
the 
\ 1LLAKD 
Allies in the last 
ten days obviously showed, 
like 
Hitler’s stopping of the 
sinking 
of Allied ships, 
th a t 
something 
vital was in the offing. 
The Dutch press, 
never 
very 
outspoken editorially, but practi­ 
cally wholly anti-Hitler, did 
not 
find much new or hopeful in Hit­ 
le r’s speech. Coming as 
I 
have 
direct from London, I have been 
convinced— as I tried 
to 
make 
clear 
before in this correspond­ 
ence— that if Hitler offered 
any 
basis for talk the Allies 
would 
have to stop fighting and discuss 
the situation or lose moral dom­ 
inance. Lloyd George’s speech was 
the first 
outspoken 
support 
of 
this position, but the fact is that 
there is a rapidly growing minor­ 
ity movement in England that the 
government must leave no 
stone 
unturned in order to 
avoid 
the 
sacrifice of millions of lives and 
untold property wealth, and the 
destruction 
of the democracies, 
menacing civilization itself. 
Majority Prefers Peace 
I have found no intelligent per­ 
son in England or Holland— in or 
out of office — who would deny 
that several years of war 
would 
spell such economic ruin that not 
merely the capitalistic system, but 
even European civilization would 
not be able to survive. The unan­ 
imity of this view is amazing. But 
the English have held until late­ 
ly the view that they would pre­ 
fer to face complete disaster ra th ­ 
er than accept a humiliating peace 
and dominance by Hitler, and will 
not accept such a peace now. 
The principal ground for hope 
is that Hitler’s 
speech 
really 
showed weakness and dread. His 
citing of losses in Poland, figures 
which were never published about 
the German campaign in 
Spain, 
seemed to indicate that he 
felt 
he must take a different attitude 
at home and that ho is aware that 
the Germans are 
entering 
this 
war with no uplifting enthusiasm. 
But even if Chamberlain and Hali­ 
fax were convinced that no good 
results from 
talking 
to 
Hitler 
were possible, 
many 
felt 
they 
could not justify their failure 
to 
exhaust every possibility. 
There are two obvious stumb­ 
ling blocks in the way of such 
a 
talk. First, how can anyone trust 
such a conscienceless liar as Hit­ 
ler who has made treaties only to 
break them; and 
second, 
the 
widespread belief in England even 
among well-informed economists, 
that the German economic system 
will collapse in six months to one 
year and that the Nazis will soon 
run out of gasoline. This belief 
has tempted the Allies to continue 
the war, but that feeling is 
not 
shared in this country, which 
is 
much nearer to Germany. 
Fear Wave of Bolshevism 
Holland is still doing consider­ 
able business in exchanging but­ 
ter, eggs and milk— but no vege­ 
tables—for 
German 
machinery,! 


medicines and chemicals, 
fearing 
to antagonize Hitler by any ces­ 
sation. Thoro is still much inter­ 
course between the two countries 
as there has been no 
tightening 
up on visas 
since 
war 
started. 
Newspapers and letters are 
still 
coming through and trains 
are 
running precisely as before. Com­ 
petent observers 
here 
believe 
against their own desires that Hit­ 
ler could last longer than England 
imagines. 
English conservatives also are 
affected by the rapid spread 
of 
bolshevism since the Hitler-Stalin 
alliance. The Stalin dominance of 
the Baltic states means not only 
their vassalage, but also Russian 
freedom to 
propagandize 
there 
and similarly in the 
Balkans 
if 
Stalin extends 
his 
power 
over 
them— which Hitler certainly can­ 
not stop. No one knows what oth­ 
er bitter surprises the war 
may 
bring forth if it 
continues. 
Cer­ 
tainly the chance of Germany go­ 
ing Bolshevik if it is overwhelm- 
inly defeated is obvious. 
All these factors are working 
for peace in England and probably 
in France, whose prosecution 
of 
its communists is 
a 
long 
step 
along the road 
toward 
Fascism 
and is in most extraordinary con­ 
trast to Hitler's having released 
his communists, apparently on the 
order of Stalin. Still another im­ 
portant factor is 
the 
desperate 
plight of Scandinavia and Hitler’s 
beginning to play 
the 
British 
game of stopping all neutral ships 
which can be captured and mak­ 
ing them land 
all 
cargoes 
for 
England and France. The loss of 
Danish butter, 
milk- 
eggs 
and 
cheese is serious 
for 
England 
since it takes sixty per cent 
of 
the Danish output of these com­ 
modities. The English must either 
convoy neutral ships or use their 
own ships. But at the bottom of 
peace thoughts is the belief that 
probably neither side can 
pene­ 
trate the defenses of 
the 
other 
without years 
of 
struggle 
.and 
hideous human sacrifice involving 
economic ruin. 
AVant lFeeent I’cace 
While these facts have indicat­ 
ed that there would be talks, 
a 
conference would not necessarily 
mean peace unless it were a de­ 
cent peace laying 
a 
basis 
for 
building a new order, the avoid­ 
ance of alarms, huge armaments, 
crises and mobilizations, and jus­ 
tice for the Czechs and the Poles. 
lf Hitler is obdurate, the war will 
go on. I have faith, however, that 
if talks ever begin a continuance 
of the war will be averted. 
Curiously enough, there is 
a 
desire in Holland that the 
war 
go on to eliminate Hitler 
unless 
there is an iron-clad curbing of 
him, so great is the fear of him.' 
This, despite 
great 
unemploy­ 
ment, increased taxes, the mobili­ 
zation of 
nearly 
four 
hundred 
thousand 
and 
complete 
disar­ 
rangement of overseas trade, 
the 
loss of which is tying up shipping. 
Unlike 1914, 
Germany 
today 
has not a friend anywhere 
with 
the possible exception 
of 
Mus­ 
solini. But that feeling is not shar­ 
ed by Mussolini’s people. Perhaps 
Hitler is aware of this now.

MAKES REPORT 


Accomplishments During 
Past Year Reviewed 
At Length 


The 
annual 
report 
of 
the 
Schoolcraft county road commis­ 
sion for the fiscal 
year 
1939, 
ending October I. was presented 
to the county hoard of supervi­ 
sors Monday. 
Total disbursements 
for 
the 
year were $1 05,5 75.29. 
Total re­ 
ceipts for the year, which includ­ 
ed $78,063.33 balance on hand 
at the start of the fiscal year, 
were $1 49,445.1 4. 
The balance 
of $4 3,869.85 is decreased by the 
sum of $28,242.77, an unadjust­ 
ed balance, leaving the balance on 
hand of $15,627.08. 
The sum of $28,242.77 repre­ 
sents mainly the county road com­ 
mission’s unreturned deposits in 
the Manistique bank. 
In the summary of 1939 oper­ 
ations, the report follows: 
“ This past year has 
seen

I number of new roads constructed 
[with WPA lubor, and also a re- 
i building of many of the old ones 
with a 24 foot shoulder and ease­ 
ment of curves, which all tends to 
help in snow removal.

which was to furnish employment 
for 200 men for a 12-months pe­ 
riod.

montli period.

use of armed forces only to repel 
invaders and warning that United 
States mediation in Europe might 
be embarrassing if premature. 


The resolutions committee re- 


port passed over the issue of neu- 
trality revision with these words: 
"Should our country by any ac- 
tion indicate its official support of 
some of the warring countries, we 
could not help but become allied 
with them, an allianc-e which we 
would not then be free to sever 
during the period of the war or 
afterwards." 


This action contrasted with the
